(c) from 0. 1 % to 0.5 % of an amine oxide surfactant; and 

(d) from 95 to 99.8% of water. 

4. A process according to Claim 3 wherein the tip of said spout is concave, convex or 
fiat. 

5. A process according to Claim 3, wherein the absorbent stain receiver is a FAM-foam 
receiver. 

6. A process according to Claim 3, wherein the absorbent stain receiver is a ASRA 
receiver. 

7. A process according to Claim 3 wherein the ASRA is a TBAL stain receiver. 
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
